Well into the regular Greenbelt 
City Council meeting on June 10, 
County Councilmember Audrey 
Scott, arriving from another 
meeting, took the floor to present 
a verbal cornucopia of gifts. 
These things include direct aid, 
services, and ongoing programs 
from the county that have been 
. allocated to Greenbelt by the 
Prince George’s County govern- 
ment in its new budget adopted 
on May 29. 

Two items that had been 
funded last year and then taken 
away during the county’s budget 
crisis were now refunded, Scott 
pointed out. One was an $8,000 
allocation for CARES, the other 
$500,000 to cure the storm drain- 
age problem. affecting the Lake- 
wood subdivision.. The CARES 
fund was back, Scott said, though 
at a lower level—$5,000. Never- 
theless, this amount was assured. 
She was particularly delighted to 
announce that the long-festering 
drainage problem could now at 
last be ended. 

Another long-standing unfin- 
ished project — the creation of 
Greénbrook Lake — may also 
come to completion with the final 
installation of $205,000. In addi- 
tion, $43,000 has been allocated 
for the planning phase of a 
project to correct flooding prob- 
lems involving Ridge Rd.

The issue of policy concerning 
the hiring of new management for 
Green Ridge House was resolved 
without council discussion at the 
June 10 city council meeting by 
the placing of the residengs’ peti- 
tion on the consent agenda. In 
effect, council agreed with the 
city manager’s recommendation 
that a 24-hour presence be avail- 
able at the residential facility for 
the elderly that is. maintained: by 
the city at 22 Ridge Rd. 

Although neither the U.S. De- 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development nor the state gov- 
ernment, which have jurisdiction 
over the facility, require a resident 
manager, Green Ridge House in 
its 18 years has always previously 
had a resident manager. Some 59 
residents of Green Ridge House 
petitioned the Greenbelt City 
Council that the manager be al- 
lowed to live off site. 

Currently the position of man- 
ager is vacant, since the former 
resident manager has resigned — 
apparently because she preferred a 
40-hour week. In the interim, 
Community Realty, which man- 
ages the facility for the city, is 
conducting a search, a process 
which is estimated to take as long 
as three months. In the mean- 
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Among other monies allocated 
to Greenbelt were the following: 
a grant, for the community cen- 
ter, $25,000; funds for the teen 
drop-in program, $20,000; thera- 
peutic and arts programs and ser- 
vices, $24,000; summer play- 
grounds, $15,600; supervised 
gyms at Greenbelt Middle 
School, $1,200; community su- 
pervisors, $19,200; and the Boys 
and Girls Club, $2,000. Not all 
monies are given directly to the 
city but support programs and 
services provided by county 
agencies to constituencies within 
the city. 

For example, $8,800 is ear- 
marked to be spent on program, 
clerical and administrative sup- 
port in Greenbelt. Another 
$162,000 continues the county’s 
support for the after-school pro- 
gram for the Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary School. 

In addition, Scott reported 
that another $120,000 in federal 
block grant funds was expected 
to be allocated to Greenbelt for 
improvements on Edmonston 
Rd. This would come about, 
she has been assured, at a hear- 
ing on Thursday morning, June 
13. 

Amid a bouquet of expres- 
sions of gratitude from the city 
councilmembers for Scott’s 
work in representing Greenbelt,

time, according to the city 
manager’s memo, a member of 
the office staff has been given a 
beeper and a 24-hour answering 
service is also available to re- 
spond to residents’ calls.

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Dog Park Approved _‘ Fractal Terradactyl 7. '

After a public hearing Mon- 
day night, the Greenbelt City 
Council unanimously approved, 
on a_ one-year trial basis, the 
development of a dog park on 
city owned property on 
Hanover Drive, next to 
Greenway Village apartment’s 
pool. The vote was for a 
11,550 square foot lot, enclosed 
by a six foot chain link vinyl 
fence. The vinyl fence will cost 
$8,275, according to Planning 
and Community Development 
Director Celia Wilsoas 

Three councilmembers Tho- 
mas White, Edward Putens and 
Judith Davis favored a vinyl 
fence which they. considered 
softer and better looking. 
Mayor Antajinette Bram and 
Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts, however, ‘wanted a $2,000 
cheaper galvanized fence for 
the one-year trial phase of the 
project. They were the two 
dissenting votes. 

In. another motion, council 
voted to réstrict use of the park 
to Greenbelt residents but to di- 
rect city staff to develop a pro- 
cess for rare special exceptions. 

These may include invita- 
tions to use the park that could 
be extended to dog experts by 
the Greenbelt Dog Park Asso- 
ciation and the city staff. 

Council also decided to re- 
quire park users to purchase a 
$5 permit, valid for one year, 
and to direct City Solicitor 
Robert Manzi to review a pro- 
posed list of rules and regula- 
tions drawn up by the associa- 
tion and the city staff. 

After the one year trial pe- 
riod, council will review the 
successes and problems facing 
the. park before making it per- 
manent. 

Kris White, president of the 
association, said her organiza- 
tion would help with the up- 
keep of the park.

Mosquito Control 
Spraying Begins 

The Maryland Department 
of Agriculture (MDA) began 
the adult mosquito surveil- 
lance and spraying program in 
Greenbelt on Wednesday, June 
3, weather conditions permit- 
ting. 

The Greenbelt Public 
Works Department, 474-8004, 
will take citizens’ requests for 
mosquito treatments. When 
making a request it is impor- 
tant to specify the time of 
day when the mosquitoes are 
the worst and to describe the 
exact location of the problem 
area. The requests will be 
forwarded to the MDA each 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The MDA would also like 
to know the location of any 
beekeepers within the city. 
Chemicals used. for spraying 
are highly toxic to bees. 

Spraying will be done be- 
tween 7 and II p.m. on 
Wednesdays. Parents should 
prevent their children from 
riding bikes, skateboards, etc. 
directly behind the spray 
truck. This has been a seri- 
ous problem in Greenbelt. 
Children have even tried to 
escape the notice of the driver 
and hold onto the back of the 
truck for a ride while spray- 
ing is done. MDA drivers 
will discontinue spraying if 
this occurs. They will try to 
return to the area at a later 
time but this may not be pos- 
sible due to time constraints. 


Breeding Places 

Mosquitoes can breed in any 
water-holding container, includ- 
ing bird baths, wading pools, 
pet watering dishes, tin cans, 
old tires, clogged gutters, and 
flower pots. To prevent mos- 
quito breeding, water should be 
changed weekly, gutters should 
be cleaned out, and other wa-

Caterpillars Active 


Maryland Secretary of Agri- 
culture Lewis R. Riley has an- 
nounced that several infestations 
of defoliating caterpillars have 
occurred this spring in Prince 
George’s County: eastern tent 
caterpillar, forest tent caterpillar 
and canker worm, often called 
loopers, or inchworms. Forest 
tent caterpillars often feed in 
the same location as the gypsy 
moth caterpillars. “When that 
happens, defoliation is likely to 
occur,” Riley said. 

Loopers, forest tent caterpil- 
lars and gypsy moth caterpillars 
all prefer oak leaves, but will 
feed on a large number of other 
tree species, such as maple, 
hickory and basswood. Trees 
usually are not severely dam- 
agéd, however, because the cat- 
erpillars generally only feed for

a few weeks and pupate early 
in the season, allowing the tree 
time to refoliate and recover. 
Serious damage can occur, how- 
ever, when all three species are

resents. 
Lakewood Project 

Funds for the Lakewood project 
come out of flood control monies, 
the storm water management fund. 
In past years other allocations from 
this fund have been used for engi- 
neering studies, including $58,000 
spent by the city which is to be re- 
imbursed. City Manager Daniel 
Hobbs expressed his hope that 
new studies to finish the project 
would be based on this previous 
“excellent”? work. 

Mayor Bram concurred. The 
city had been impressed by the 
design carried out by consulting 
engineer Lee Botts, who had been 
recommended. to the city by the 
county staff itself. By careful use 
of swales and city streets, he had 
been able to avoid the more ex- 
pensive solution of piping. “We 
consider it a very skillful plan,” 
Bram said. 

The county withdrew support 
for the project in November 1995. 
The city assumes that the rein- 
stated project will be constructed 
by the county. Meetings with the
